1. SUMMARY: SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY SECTION III COMPLETED BY 
SUBJECT GROUP WITH SMALL SPIN-OFF DRAFTING GROUP 
REWORKING PARAS 1, 4, 5 AND 9. WITH EXPECTED GENERAL ACCEPTANCE 
OF SECTION III WITH LIMITED ADDITIONAL COMPROMISE, GROUP 

NEXT TURNED ATTENTION TO SECTION IV, INDUSTRIALIZATION AND 
ENCOUNTERED RESOLUTE STAND BY G-77. THEIR POSITION BEING THAT 
THE LIMA DECLARATION SHOULD BE THE STARTING POINT FOR THESE 
NEGOTIATIONS. PROGRESS SLOW BUT PARAS 3 AND 4 REFERRED TO 
DRAFTING GROUP AND GENERAL AGREEMENT REACHED ON PARAS 5 
THROUGH 7. US DEL PROPOSAL THAT PARAS 1 AND 2 BE SET 
ASIDE, SINCE CONTROVERSIAL, PERMITTED PROGRESS ON REVIEW 
OF SECTION IV. END SUMMARY. 
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2. THE SECTION III (SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY) CONTINUED 
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TO BE REVIEWED BY THE SUBJECT GROUP WITH COMPROMISE LANGUAGE 
BETWEEN THE US, EC-9 AND G-77 TEXT FOR PARAS 4,5, AND 9 OF 
THE US TEXT. G-77 REQUESTED TO STUDY FURTHER PARA 7 CON- 
CERNING THE PROPOSED UN CONFERENCE ON SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY 
FOR DEVELOPMENT THAT SHOULD BE HELD IN 1978-79. 

3. G-77 HESITATED TO INCORPORATE REFERENCE TO TRANSNATIONAL 
ENTERPRISES AND ALSO TO DIFFERENTIATE BETWEEN MARKET AND 
NON-MARKET DC ECONOMIES. US CONTINUING, HOWEVER, TO PUSH 
THIS POINT AND US POSITIVE APPROACH TO TRANSNATIONAL ENTER- 
PRISE IN BOTH PLENARY AND NEGOTIATING GROUP MEETINGS HAS 
HAD THE EXPECTED UNSETTLING EFFECT ON G-77. THE ISSUE OF 
TREATMENT OF TRANSNATIONAL ENTERPRISE IN THE FINAL OVERALL 
TEXT WILL PROBABLY NEED TO ESCALATETO THE HIGHEST POLITICAL 
LEVEL FOR COMPROMISE LANGUAGE. 

4. US INITIATIVES IN SUPPORT OF (COMMUNITY HEALTH DELIVERING 
SYSTEM) PARA 9, GENERALLY ACCEPTED IN NEGOTIATING GROUP 2. 

BUT CERTAIN G-77 (ARGENTINA, ALGERIA) CRITICAL OF SPECIFIC 
LANGUAGE IN SPIN-OFF DRAFTING GROUP. EXPECT PARA TO REMAIN 
WITH COMPROMISE LANGUAGE. 

5. SINCE NEGOTIATING GROUP 2 HELD SESSION FROM 3 TO 9 PM, 

GROUP TURNED ATTENTION TO SECTION IV INDUSTRIALIZATION AT 
6 PM. G-77 EVIDENCED STRONG LINE ON INDUSTRIALIZATION FIRED 
BY THE RECENT SPIRIT OF LIMA STRIVING FOR LANGUAGE EVEN MORE 
BENEFICIAL TO THEM THAN LIMA DECLARATION. US DEL (KITCHEN) SUG- 
GESTED FEELINGS ON PARA 1 AND 2 OF SECTION IV WERE SO STRONG THAT 
NEGOTIATIONS' PROGRESS WOULD BE FACILITATED IF GROUP CONSIDERED 
FOLLOW-ON SUBSTANTIVE PARAS. THIS WAS DONE AND SUBSTANTIAL PRO- 
GRESS MADE ON PARA 3 THROUGH 7 AFTER HARD AND, AT TIMES, BITTER 
NEGOTIATIONS. EC9, SWEDEN, JAPAN AND US FAVORED US TEXT FOR 
PARAS 3 AND 4 AND THESE HAVE BEEN REFERRED TO SPIN OFF DRAFTING 
GROUP FOR FURTHER REVIEW, THOUGH G77 FEELS STRONGLY ABOUT PRE- 
SERVING THE BASIC SANCTITY OF THE WORDING IN THEIR TEXT. 

6. PARAS 5 AND 6 WERE APPROVED BY NEGOTIATING GROUP NO. 2, 

SUBJECT TO THE QUALIFICATION OF ALL GROUPS THAT PROVISIONAL 
APPROVAL CONTINGENT UPON ACCEPTIBILITY OF OVERALL FINAL PRODUCT. 
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7. ON G77 PARA 7, WHICH SIMILAR TO US PARA 8, DISCUSSION 

CENTERED ON ABILITY OF DEVELOPED COUNTRY GOVERNMENTS TO "ENSURE' 1 
(G77) OR TO "STRESS" (US VERSION) THAT SUCH DC ENTERPRISES 
SHOULD CARRY OUT THEIR INITIATIVES IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE LAWS 
OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES CONCERNED. EC9, JAPAN, NORDIC 
COUNTRIES AND US FAVOR US TEXT AND FELT THAT THERE WAS NO EF- 
FECTIVE WAY IN WHICH INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRY GOVERNMENTS COULD 
ENSURE ACCORDANCE. AT END OF DISCUSSION INCLUDING LONG INTER- 
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VENTION BY US DEL FOR GREATER REALISM IN RESPECT TO TRANSFER OF 
INDUSTRIAL TECHNOLOGY, G77 AGREED TO REWORK THEIR TEXT OF PARA 7 
AND SUBIECT GROUP AGREED TO MEET IN MORN AFTER EARLY MORNING 
SESSION OF G77.
